James at every leiture Hour, was playing Tricks to 
divert the Servant Maids at the Inns, and it bei 
well known that Women have odd Fancies 5 an ill | 
ſhaped _Cook-maid, aveth Cow-like Udders, 
and with Ox-l;ke- Eyes, married James, and prevailed 
on him to quit his Maſter, and commence Hoſtler at 
the Inn where ſhe ſerved.
